THE LEVITY OF SeMINISM. 
In Mrs. Ward’s international novel, “Marriage & 
la Mode,” a clergyman, probably voicing, the au- 
thor’s sentiments, notices the levity of Ameri- 
cans when dealing with the most important of all 
human relations. 

“It ig not passion that dictates these actions,” 
he says, “but rather an ever-spreading restless- 
ness and levity, a readiness to tamper with the 

very foundations of society, for a whim, a noth- 
ing—in the interests often of what women call 
their “individuality.” “No foolish talk of being 
members one of another! We have outgrown 
all that.” And he adds that an American friend 
tells him that in this country women claim to be 
“the superiors of men, more intellectual, better 
mannered, more réfined.” ~ 

As a description of American conditions this 
will do very well, but it does not go below the 
surface facts. 

The truth is that the levity which so shocks 
Mrs. Ward is a symptom and is not seen only in 
contracting marriage, but in pretty much every- 
thing in which women interest themselves. What 
is it but levity and a total unconsciousness of 
relative values of life that makes a girl persuade 
her rash father to buy a crown or a coronet or 
other gewgaws of a highly artificial social condi- 
tion? How many women think less of shopping 
than of the serious duties of life? Read the doings 
of “society women” in the columns of any daily 
newspaper, and what is found but the thinnest 
substance, destitute of any real nourishing value? 
The wondér is that women do not starve to death 
mentally and spiritually, for they seldom get a, 
square meal of the realities. , 

The claim is made on their behalf that they 
are intellectually superior to men. But it is doubt- 
ful if'any woman, except one whose hair is very, 
very short, ever meets with a problem requiring 
real thought power, who does not resort to any- 
thing which can boast of the masculine gender 
and beseech. it to tell what he thinks. 

There are intellectual fads which women pur- 
sue—socialism, theosophy, art, literature and 


sence of a real and serious purpose. As a rule, 
it is only a contrivance to kill time. And, for the 
most. part, the substance of their work is not 
their own thought and searchings, but is drawn 
from books, written by men—cyclopedias, best 
sellers, poems, philosophies and scientific trea- 
tises. Women make a great show of intellectual 
interest, but that does not prove or even indicate 
intellectual superiority. 

Caught in the torrent of economic development, 
which is rapidly carrying the world into new so- 
cial and industrial forms, and filling life with all 
the distractions of unreality incident to a tran- 
sition stage, women have lost their bearings. They 
know not where to look for food, and they sub- 
sist, pitifully, on the husks of thought and the 
tabloid learning of popularizers. 

Men have at least one serious purpose—to make 
money. And in pursuing this object they do great, 
positive, constructive work, requiring energy and 
intellect of the highest grade. Women do noth- 
ing but bustle about from fad to fad, and lose 
their breath trying to kill time ahd “‘be intel- 
lectual.” But they are not to blame. Conditions 
are chaotic. When sarify is restored and order 
emreges again from the welter of progress, men 
will think of something besides making money 
and women will not take such huge paren in 
fashions and fads. 
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That British Columbia youth who saw a 
woman for the first time when he was 18 years 
old and declared she was the most beautiful thing 
he had ever seen must have been fortunate in 
casting his eyes on one who-did not ‘wear. the 
extreme style in millinery.

HIS LOSS OF IDENTITY 
“There Is No Piace Like 


Home” Awakened His Mem- 
ory When Lost Before. 





KENOSHA, Wis., July 31.—Is former 
Judge Joseph R. Clarkson of this city, 
widely known throughout the Midddle 
West as a lawyer, jurist, author and 
lecturer, the possessor of a dual per- 
sonality, which, 18 years ago in Omaha, 
produced a widely published ‘‘disappear- 
ance mystery,’’ and which, after a lapse 
of years, has reasserted itself in a new 
mystery? ask his friends. 

The question cried for answer here 
when it became known that Mr. Clark- 
son had disappeared again. After hop- 
ing against hope that he would return, 
his friends began an open search for 
him, He disappeared without leaving 
anything td Vhdicate where he had gone 
or why, 

He left no message for his wife, who 
was prostrated by his disappearance, or 
for his associate in business, District 
Attorney R. V. Baker. 

A quiet search by relatives and friends 
produced nothing, which, apparently, 
would aid in the-solution of the mys- 
tery. 

Mr. Clarkson tried a case in a Keno- 
sha court several days ago, and seeme 
to be in the best of health and spirits. 
His wife was out for the day, having 
gone to 
trip, and Judge Clarksoh was staying 
at the family residence. 

Conferred With Partner. 

That evening Mr. Clarkson left home, 
and, meeting some friends, said that he 
was going to a meeting of the Knights 
of Pythias. He later in the evening ap- 
peared at his office, where he held a 
long conference with Daetraet Attorney 
Laker. \ 

it was just after 9 o’clock when the 
business was concluded an2@ the former 
Judge picked up his hat, ana, with a 
Pieasant ‘‘goed-night, partner,’’ started 
for his home.. 

The woodland about Kenosha was 
searched later, but no trace of him was 
found. : 

Mr, Clarkson is of a deeply religious 
nature, and it wag the opinion of his 
wife that he wandercd away when in 
deep religious thought. 

This disappearance of Mr. Clarkson 
recalls his strange actions when a resi- 
dent of Omaha, in 1901, and furnishes a 
possible clew. At that time he had just 
resigned as Judge of the District Court 
and was a member of the law firm of 
Congden, Clarkson & Hunt. 

He’ had returned from a trip through 
the Black Hills and one night an- 
nounced to his associates that he was 
going for a brief fishing trip to Honey 
Creek Lake, in Northern Iowa. That 
was the last seen of him by Omaha 
people for four months. 

He next was seen by ‘‘Pop’’ G®andall, 
the boathouse keeper .at the lake, when 
he arrived at the camp carrying a bun- 
die. One night he told Crandall he was 
going for a dip in the lake. He did net 
return, and next morning Crandall dis- 
covered a boat out in, the lake and the 
clothes, money and *watch of the,fermer 
Judge on the water’s edge. 

Word that Mr. Clarkson had  ~»been 
drowned was telegraphed to Omaha and 
became the sensation of the day. A 
large searching party was Srgnmiper

For days the lake was dragged, and 
the searchers, hands locked in a long 
line, t?Pamped the shallews in search Wt 
the body. 

The mewspapers teemed with the mys- 
tery for several weeks. 


Awakened by Motto. 

Finally one day in the autumn Clark- 
son reappeared in. Omaha, His return 
produced almost as great a sensation as 
his disappearance. 

He declared simply that he had lost 
his identity for four months, during 
which time he was known as Bart Dco- 
little. 

In telling of the incident he said he 
had worked in a lumber yard for some 
time, and one night he went with a 
number of other laborers to a cigar 
store in Cligton, Jo., and noticed on the 
wall a motto, “There is no place like 
home."’ This seemed to awaken his fac-. 
ulties, and he began te wonder wore 
his home was. 

He picked up a paper on the floor, and 
ene of the first articles he saw was in 
reference to his disappearance. He 
jumped to his feet, and waving the pa- 
per shouted to, the men in the store: 

“I am Joe Clarkgon.”’ : 

He left at once for Omaha. 

The striking. similarity ‘between his 
leaving Omaha and his departure from 
Kenosha has led his friends here to be- 
lieve that he has suffered another lapse 
of memory, and that in time he will re- 
cover his faculties and return to Keno- 
sha.

The mother, with her pitiful charge, had 
been in the jostling crowd many hours. 
A half hour more and she stood strong 
and buoyant and confident before the 
priest, solemn and severe in his robes 
of office. Pressing the helpless baby 
closer to her bosom, she said her ros- 
ary. With trembling lips she kissed 
the glass case in which lay the relics. 
“hen she put the glass to her baby’s 
lips, and the priést rubbed the recep- 
tacle of the sacred relics on tne shriv- 
elled legs of the child. 

Mother Has Faith. 
As if floating on air, the little mother 
made her way to the nearest. exit. 
There she ripped the bands that bound 
the baby to the board. Confident that 
he could walk and romp and play, she 
rut him on his feet. His legs doubled 
up under his weight and he toppled over 
on the cement sidewalk. A tiny stream 
of blood trickled from a gash made in 
the baby’s forehead by the fall 
Seizing the helpless boy and hugging 
him closer than ever to her breast, 
she fled down the street, crying: 

Oh, Mon couer 
adore! Your little mother has sinned 
again. She must have sinned again or 
the good St. Ann, mother of the Holy 
Virgin,. would have cured you.

Snakes bothered the settlers more than 
usual in the spring of 1896, following the 
opening of the Kickapoo country to set- 
tlement, and Coal. Charlie Fox, now of 
McComb; Jeff Cagle, Hving near Romu- 
lus, and Mike Ryan, now of Shawnee, 
headed the party of hemesteaders to rid 
the country of these serpents. 


Could See Hundreds. 

“A couple of miles up‘from Burnett,’ 
said Col. Fox, in telling of the adven- 
ture, ‘‘was a recky range full of ridges 
and caverns, and here in the warm days 
of spring you could see hundreds of big 
and little rattlers sunning themselves on 
the rocks. We used to watch them fight 
and play in the sun, and at times some 
mighty bloody snake battles were pulled 
off. In the spring of the year there 
weuld be a fight to see who would be 
king of the bunch for the coming sea- 
son, but when we arrived at the cliff on 
this particular occasion there seemed to 
be an unusual hubbub and activity for 
some reason. 

‘“‘Clamoring up to the edge of the cliff 
so we could look down on the rattlers, 
we could see them running back and 
forth, hissing and rattling to beat the 
band. Every ence in a while the biggest 
snakes would get together and confer 
like, and then two or three would disap- 


minutes, only to return with a greater 
hubbub than ever. The hissing and rat- 
tling was enough to m@ke a man’s hair 
stand on end, even if he were a teetota- 
ler. 

‘“‘Feebly the old fellow crawled out, 
and as he approached the inner circle it 
opened and he entered, coiled up in the 
center, slowly raised and turned his 
head, and made a hoarse hissing sound 
like he was talking over things in a 
fatherly way. He must have made a 
hit with the bunch, for occasionally 
the snake audience would applaud with 
their tails, and some of the biggest ones 
would rub noses and bob their heads 
up and down approvingly. 


Reai Snake Peww 
“The powwaw had continned ‘for some 


time, the old snake evidently making 
his last address, realizing his time on 
earth was about over, when Mike Ryan 
made a noise by shifting his position 
and causing a rock to roll down the 
cliff. At the first noise.a big blow 
snake saw us and it was all off. *In 
less than a jiffy the whole bunch darted 
for the cracks and holes, excepting the 
two delegates and the old, blind fellow. 
They grabbed him by the tail and tried 
to drag him in, but he seemed to be 
bull-headed and roared and hissed and 
rattled his 72 rattles, making a noise 
that sounded like a barrel of coal run- 
ning down through a stove pipe into a 
cistern. He fought his helpers, and in 
spite of himself they were about to get 
him into the hole when we all three 
emptied our six-shooters at them and 
laid them out. 
Had Gray Whiskers, 

“When we got down to that old snake, 
he made us sick to look at him. He 
must have been over 7 yea#® old, was 
wrinkled up like-an old man and had 
gray whiskers on his head. We pitched 
in and dynamited the cliff, killing 176 
rattlers and a few other kinds before 
we finished up. But the old fellow 
beat anything I ever saw or hope to see 
again. Think how fong he had lived in 
those parts and what tales he could 
tell. Even now, at times, that old fel- 
low comes to my dreams, and I know 
that he could have swallowed a shoat 
easily.’’ 


Judge Kills 50. 
Recently Judge W. M. Baker of Da- 


venport dynamited a ledge of rock near 
his home on the farm and out of the 
wreckage crawled 5&0 snakes of the rat- 
tler, copperhead and bull varieties. The 
judge pounced upon them one at a time 
with alacrity and ‘killed them without 
accident to himself. 

Annie McKellopp, the daughter of Joe 
McKellopp. a well-known Creek Indian, 
was bitten by a rattler and died in great 
agony. The Indians knew the rattle- 
snake as ‘Flashing Eyes,” and Miss 
McKellopp was walking across the rail- | 
road tfack when she encountered the 
reptile, She remarked: “I am not afraid 
of you, Fiashing Eyes,’ but as she 
ground the tail of the serpent beneath 
her’ heel, the reptile raised its head and 
sunk its fangs three times in the young 
woman's heel.

brask supplies additional convincing 
evidence that the women of the West 
are rapidly crowding the men out of 
the fields of labor. 

In numefous localities in Nebraska 
during the last two weeks women - in 
the harvest fields have been quite as 
common as men. They have done their 
work well and farmers who have given 
them employment have been satisfied. 

When the Nebraska small, grain har- 
vest opened there was a great short- 
age of male help. Wages started in at 
2 a day, advanced to $2.50, and then 
climbed up to $3. Besides this, there 
was board, lodging and washing. 

Even the $3 a day did not attract the 
city man. The labor agencies of the 
cities were appealed to in vain by the 
farmers. 

Waitress Gives Farmer “Tip.” 

Out in Beatrice Henry Wilson, a 
farmer, residing eight or nine miles 
south of town, drove in one day. He 
needed four men for gathering and 
shocking wheat and he needed them 
badly. 

He found a dozen men eitting in the 
shade of the trees of the city park and 
proposed that they go home arid work 
for him, offering $3.25 a day. Not one 
cf them would go. They wanted the 
money, but they did not want the work. 
Stopping in at a lunch counter to get a 
cup of coffee before going back home,

“They would not go into the harvest 
fleld and they would not do the work if 
they could,’”’ responded the farmer.

Innovation Proves a Success. 

A bargain was struck and not only 
did Miss Allison ride home with Farmer 
Wlison that night, but four of her girl 
friends went along. All forenoon «the 
next day they shocked wheat and when 
noon came they appeared to be as fresh 
as in the morning. 

During the afternoon they followed 
the machine and at night Farmer Wil- 
son told his wife that he had never had 
harvest hands that did better work than 
the five girls. 

That night the nearby farmers who 
were short of help went to Beatrice and 
other close-by towns, where they hired 
all of the young women who would 
agree to work in the grain fields. They 
took out 16. 


Omaha Agency Makes Appeal. 

Then the word was passed down to 
Omaha that if they would work young 
women could have employment in the 
harvest fields of Gage County. An em- 
ployment agency ‘“‘got wise’’ to the prop- 
osition and inserted this ad in the daily 
papers: 


YOUNG WOMEN Wtd.—One hundred 
young women to work in the harvest 
fields; wages $3 per day; board and 
washing. 


The next day that. employment agent 
did a big business. He was ‘swamped’”’ 
with applicants and they were all young 
women. They got the trial and they 
“made good.”"” They remained with the 
farmers until the harvest was finished, 
and many of them will continue during 
the stacking and haying, receiving from 
$1.75 to $2 a day and board.

QUESTION OF TAXES 





Liquor Shipped in and Kept in 
“Tid” Club Lockers for 
Members. 


BOCNVILLE, Ind., July 31.—As a re- 
sult of the local option law, Indiana's 
saloons have away to the 
“kitchen speakeasy’ the club locker, 
whisky druggist, ‘blind tiger’’ and 
‘“‘bootlegger.”’ The Anti-Saloon League 
has outlawed the licensed saloon from 


given 


70 of Indiana’s 92 counties, and is en-" 


deavoring to enact a state-wide prohi- 
bition law. 

Now the traveler through “dry” ter- 
ritory in Indiana when thirsty needs 


only to wink. The liquid refreshments 
wilt be promptly served. 

The Anti-Saloon League, in its cam- 
paigns, argued that public sentiment 
would be up in arms against the “blind 
tiger’’ and that such lawlessness would 
be of short duration. The ‘‘wets’’ con- 
‘tended that higher taxes would result 
and that the @ommodn beverage of beer 
would be supplanted by whisky. In 
response to the charge of the “wets’’ 
the Anti-Saloon VWeague compiled figures 
showing that taxes would be lowered. 
The ‘‘liberals’’ say they can point to 
county after county and many cities 


where it will be absolutely necessary to- 


raise the taxes next year in order that 
the schools may be maintained at their 
present high standard. 

Liquor Shipped in.,- 

There are scores of “phony expresses’’ 
doing business in private packages. In 
Princeton the express agents receive on 
the average of 50 small boxes daily, all 
of which are filled with whisky from 
Kentucky. Other municipal agencies do 
a@ correspondingly large business, 

In some‘of the “dry’’ towns in In- 
diana conditions have become so fla- 
grant that the officials are making 
wholesale raids on the kitchen dives 
and other resorts. 

To show the workings of the express 
companies, a street car ran into a dray 
at Marion, Ind., only a short time ago 
and as a result spilled over ten barrels 
of whisky which had been shipped in 
quart bottles and in boxes. Another 
drayman of that city announced that he 
ha& hauled over fifty barrels of whisky 
to private individuals since the saloons 
had gone out of business. And the 
Grant County Jail at Marion, Ind., has 
over fifty prisoners within its walls, 40 
of whom are charged with bootlegging 
and conducting “blind tigers.’’ 

“Locker” Club Organized, 

“Personal Liberty” clubs are proving 
the greatest boon to the thirsty, and in 
many of the “dry’’ towns these clubs 
have organized with “‘wet” lockers. It 
costs $1 a week to belohg. Nothing is 
sold. The club secretary is paid a good 
salary to see that the buckets in the 
lockers are cared for, each locker being 
allowed three bottles each day. 

At Princeton this mode of getting li- 
quid refreshments is in vogue, and prac- 
tically every drinking citizen’ in the 
town belongs to one or more of the 
clubs. 

State Prohibition Campaign. 

State-wide prohibition in 1911 is the 
slogan of the Anti-Saloon League in 
Indiana, and the next Legislature will 
be asked to pass such a bill. The object 
to be gained is to place the counties 
that voted ‘‘wet’’ in the dry column, and 
also reach the large cities like Evans-

GERMANY EXPELLED 4000 
FOREIGN WORKMEN IN YEAR 





Leave Country for Violating 
Minor Laws. 

BERLIN, July 3L.—Germany’s drastic- 
ally efficient method of dealing with un- 
desirable aliens is strikingly illustrated 
by an official report announcing that 
during 1908 4000 foreign workmen were 
expelled from the country. 

The authorities were animated by vari- 
ous motives in carrying out these ex- 
pulsions.

Others were expelled because they con- 
ducted themselves in a disorderly way.

Five Men and Boy Rescued 








After They Have Given 
Up Hope. 


DESERTED BY CAPTAIN 


Men Dreamed of Fruit and 
Food While Delirious 
From Suffering. 


NEW YORK, July 31.—After being lost 
from a whaling vessel in a smal] boat, 
given up for dead, and adrift seven 
aays without food, the crew of boat 
No. 3 of the New Bedford brig Sullivan 
reached home again by the White Star 
liner Celtic, end. hastened to their rela- 
tives. 

The men charge that Capt. William 
Haggerty, skipper of the Sullivan, was 
neglectful in sailing away without, as 
they say, making proper search for 
them. 

The Sullivan, owned by the New En- 
gland Whaling Co., sailed from New 
Bedford, Mass., June 17, 1908, and March 
1, 1909, found the Sullivan making for 
the whaling grounds off the West Afri- 
can coast. She cruised between the 
mouth of the Congo and Sierra Leone. 
In latitude 15:24 south, longitude 10:22 
cast, on the morning of March 10, a 
school of whales was sighted, and be- 
fore noon the brig was standing off with 
four of her boats speeding in the direc-. 
tion indicated by the lookout. In boat 
No. 3, the only one to run to windward 
of the brig, was Anton Pinna, third 
mate in charge; John Olmeida, harpoona- 
er, bo’s’n and steerer; Marcisso Day- 
roea, Alfreda Cabral], Antonio Franeis- 
c., and a boy, Justino Fortes. 

Made a Good Catch. . 

The story of what happened after 
that small boat started after the whales 
was told by Pinna before he departed 
to meet his wife and children in New 
Bedford. 

“We got two miles to windward of 
the Suilivan,’’ said the third mate. ‘‘We 
found that there were whales a-plenty 


and we had our work <cv4 eut for us. 
two fair-sized 
whales, and after a tough fight suc- 
ceeded in ‘landing’ them. I ran up a blue 
signal to let the skipper know that we 
had succeeded in making a catch, and 
then started towing the two whales to- 
ward the brig. I noted that the Sulll- 
van moved down toward the other three 
boats, which were to leeward of her. 
We watched her pick up the three 
boats, and then, when I thought she 
would come for us, I lost her in the 
growing darkness. 

“When night came it began to rough- 
en up a bit and I put a light up on a 
harpoon. All the time I was working 
my boat down to where I figured the 
Sullivan ought to be. I saw nc answer- 
ing light appear, but I was confident I 
would find her with daylight. We slept 
that night as best we could. We hdd 
half a dozen pilot biscuits and we dls- 
posed of them~before daylight. All that 
was left to us was a gallon of fresh 
water, some tobacco and plenty of 
matches.

Boat Is Crippled. 

“That night the sea got so rough that 
one wave béarding us broke the steering 
car and another broke another car. This 
left us but three. 

“The next morning there was no sign 
of the brig, but I still had hope, and we 
started towing the whales in the direc- 
tion we thought we should find our 
craft. The navigatior. was only by guess- 
work, for the small compass we had was 
so rusty that it was no good. 

“In the morning—this was our second 
day adrift—I gave up trying to go in 
the direction where we thought the Sul- 
livan was to be found, and I cut the 
whales adrift. This was a mistaxe, for 
we were left without a thing to eat. 
I put up the large sail we had, but-it 
soon became so rough that I had to 
take in the great spread of canvas and 
try a stormsalil. 

“T was still running by head work to 
try and find our ship. Then the hours 
began to pass ever slower, thirst and 
hunger came, but we saw no sign of 
the whaler. After the second day I 
issued orders that only one tablespoon- 
ful of fresh water was to be served to 
the men each day. The tobacco gave 
out on the third day, and that was a 
real hardship for we no longer had any- 
thing to comfort us. 

‘How to keep awake was the question 
for me, for I was in charge, and I knew 
that 4f I slept some of the men would 
try to drink salt water, and this would 
drive them mad. Fortunately the boat 
steerer kept in as good condition as I.\ 
For three days we had rough weather, 
in which we could do little more than 
drift and keep our head up to the seas. 
Then came a time of calm, and I was 
able to get sail up. 

The Fight for Life. 

“Our sufferings became terrible and 
the men began to become delirious. They 
begged for water, which I could not 
give them, and soon they were too weax 
even to try and use an oar, and we de- 
pended on sail alone. We tried in vain 
to harpoon some of the sharks that 
played about us in great numbers, but 
the men were too weak to keep the boat 
going while we threw the harpoon and 
at last in despair we gave it up and 


sat and watched the sharks and thought |

“By the fourth day the men began 
to have visions. What sleep they got 
was troubled by dreams, and I and the 
steerer had many a time to prevent 
thers from falling overboard. Always 
the dreams were the same—tables laden

“On the seventh day at noon I ;

DAVID MILLER, CONDEMNED T0 
DEATH, PAROLED BY GOVERNOR 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 81.—Gov. 
Hadley has granted a parole to David 


Miller of Holt County, who was once 
condemned to death and was later 
Saved by a commutation from Gov. 
Stephens. 

Under the conditions of the parole 
Miller will be a free man next 
Wednesday forenoon. 

On the night of March 26, 1899, Sam- 
uel Crow, a farmer, pest 80 years, 
who lived by almself, was found mur- 
dered in his bed. The life had been 
beaten out of him with a club. Seem- 
ingly, robbery was not the motive. 
Miller and the latter’s wife had for- 
merly lived on the farm with Crow, 
but, owing to a disagreement, had left 
some weeks before the crime was 
committed. When neighbors discov- 
éred the murder, Miller, whe lived 
near by, came to the. house. 

It was discovered thet Miller had 
served a term in the Kansas Peni- 
tentiary for assault with intent to 
kill aud that he had made some 
threats against the old man, belleving 
that the latter had accused him of a 
theft. 

John Kennish, now State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, who prosecuted 
Miller when he was convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree and sent- 
enced to be hanged June 15, 1900, lat- 
er changed his mind, after a long 
investigation cevering more than a 
year, and became satisfied that an- 
other had committed the murder.

No Witmess of Shooting. 

There were no witnesses of the shoot- 
ing. But for the presence of three 
men who were moving furniture from 
an office on the floor below, Cheung 
probably would have escaped. 

Dr. Wing, a graduate of Yale in the 
class of 1883, was thoroughly Amerl- 
canized. He had exceptional intelilec- 
tual attainments and was an earnest 
advocate of the adoption by his coun- 
trymen in the far Hast of American 
methods. 


Opposed Tong Spirit. 
He was opposed to the manifestation 


of the tong spirit in America, regard- 
ing it as a bar to Chinese progress here. 
He did all in his power to crush the 
spread of secret societies and worked 
zealously with the police to find of- 
fenders whenever tong murders were 
committed in Chinatown. 

Dr. Wing's activiity in this respect 
made him enemies among the Chinese 
of the tongs and their followers. His 
advocacy of American’ methods and 
customs also made him unpopular with 
some of his law-abiding countrymen 
here. Sixteen years ago he married an 
American girl and had as many friends 
among Americans as among Chinese. 
Mrs. Wing is ill, being a victim of tu- 
berculosis. 


Anti-Tong Crusader. 
Some of those familiar with Dr. 


Wing’s anti-tong crusade thought it 





|was the real motive for the shooting 


and the Cheung was agent of one of 
the tongs chosen to wipe out the Vice 
Counsel and thereby end his activities 
against them. A reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch asked Cheung if he was a 
member of the Hep Sing Tong, or of 
the Ong Leong Tong, or of the Four 
Brothers.

Those who questioned Cheung believe 
he is either mentally unbalanced or a 
splendid actor. The life he has led 
since he came to this country indicates 
in the opinion of the police that he was 
@ person of no importance among his 
countrymen 

That the man is half-witted and has 
no connection with any tong was de- 
clared by Michael McDonald, who for 
27 years has been special watchman at 
the Chinese Consulate and prior to that 
a detective. For three years McDonald 
said Cheung had been visiting the Con- 
sulate off and on, insisting that employ- 
ment be found for him and making a 
nuisance of himself generally. He visit- 
@d the Consulate Friday looking for 
work, and, according to McDonald, then 
had the pistol with which he shot Mr. 
Wing.

In addition to the salaries for judges 
and other officials and employes of the 
new United States Court of Customs 
Appeals, the Senate appropriated $100,-

After a long discussion the Senate 
voted .o reduce the salaries of the 
judges of the new customs court to the 
amount received by judges of United 
States Circuit Courts.

Quoting from newspaper reports telling 
of a large body of lobbyists that had 
been here since the tariff legislation was 
begun, Mr. Clark declared that the 
consumer had been but slightly repre- 
sented. The lobbyists had, by continu- 
ous entertaining, exercised an influence 
he said. 

“That this great army of lobbyists,’ 
said the Missour! representative, ‘‘have 
influenced the schedules in this bill 
cannot well be doubted. Those wno have 
access to the ears of law makers, 
have a better chance to carry their 
point, than those at a distance. But no 
man is fit to be a law giver for a 
mighty people who yields to the solici- 
tations of the few rear him, against the 
best interests of the many who he wiil 
never see,”’ 

Discussing the maximum and minimum 
clause, Mr. Clark declared it to be an 
idiotic policy to go out hunting trade 
with a club and a meat ax. 

‘People will trade with us only H we 
trade with them,’ he said. 

If he had his way, he remarked, he 
would force every citizen ef the Repub- 
lic to commit to memory President Mc- 
Kinley’s Buffalo address, in which he 
declared that if the United States want- 
ed an outlet for its preducts, it must 
buy other people’s products. 

Mr. Clark emphasized his faith in 
President Taft, but sald: “He is sub- 
ject to the same infirmities a® the rest 
of us and there will be all sorts of 
efforts made to keep him from ascer- 
taining the facts on which he would 
base his judgment to cut this tremen- 
dous load of maximum down.” 

The bill he characterized as ‘‘the most 
stupendous fake in the history of man- 
kind.”’ 

Such revision downward as had been 
made, said Mr. Underwood (Alabama), 
a@ minority member of the Ways and 
Means Committee, was in the interests 
of the great corporations. That was 
conspicuously so, he explained, in the 
placing of iron ore and hides on the free 
list. 

“IT have just been looking over the 
report,”’ interposed Mr. Hill (Connecti- 
cut) “and I find most of the reductions 
of the steel schedule have brought the 
duties below the rates of the Wilson 
bill.’’ 

“Since the Wilson bill was passed,”’ 
replied Mr. Underwood, “there has béen 
a revolution in the production of iron 
and steel. What was a low rate when 
the Wilson bill was passed is a high 
rate today.”’ 

Mr. Underwood inquired why, when 
the President was urging a revision of 
the tariff downward, he did not advis® 
revising the woolen schedule downward 
and he questioned the practicability of 
the maximum and minimum clause. 


Mann Talks of Wood Pulp. 

Wood pulp and print paper formed the 
subject of a. lengthy speech by Mr. 
Mann (Illinois). His announcement that 
because of the rates fixed by the con- 
ferees on those products he would vote 
against the conference report, moved 
the Democrats to loud applause. 

Mr. Mann deciared that Congress is 
confronted with the situation where the 
Canadian Government has reached the 
conclusion that possibly, if not prob- 
ably, the Dominion would be justified 
in absolutely forbidding the exportation 
of a raw material. 

Under the maximum and minimum 
clause, he said, the charge of $1.67 a 
ton on wood pulp would be increased to 
$6.67 a ton. 

“That maximum,’’ he exclaimed, ‘ts 
as sure to go into effect between Can- 
ada and this country as that God made 
little apples unless Canada removes her 
restrictions on the exportation of the 
pulp.” Mr. Mann said that all Canada 
needed to d0 Was to “stand pat’ 
and say “you have got to have our 
paper and pulp in some form. You will 
take it in the form of paper from us.” 

“Canada,” sald Mr. Mann, ‘is as wise 
and as keen as the best leaders of tha 
Republican party. “They will know,” 
he asserted, “that they hold the whip 


without obtaining concessions from this 
country which are fair to urge, they 
ow | will maintain for Canada the right to 
manufacture within her own borders her 
lown wood pulp, and then if we wanted 
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It Re ET @ most careful reading of the 
first page of the statement to conclude 
that it is not intended to convey the im- 
pression that the annual tariff taxes are 
reduced to the extent of $4,978,122,124, as 
against an increase of only $82,512,526. 

“That was so preposterous that by 
careful examination I arrived at what

“This is a most fallacious way of rea- 
soning for the actual increase on a 
dozen articles may amount In the ag- 
gregate to more than the decrease on 
a thousand, 

Mr. Clark submitted a table contain-| 
ing a comparison between the Dingley 
revenue for 197 and the revenue that 
would have been derived that year un- 
der the duties of the nference bill. 
Under the Dingley duties he declared 
the revenues would have been $329,109,342, 
and under the duties provided by the 
conferees, it would have been §$334,758,- 
844, an excess of the conference bill over 
the Dingley law of $6,649,002. The con- 
ferees, he said, had Increased the chem- 
ical schedule 5.63 per cent; agricultural 
6.63 per cnt, spirits 26.88 per cent, cot- 
ton 10.80 per cent, silk 15.48 per cent, 
pulp, paper, etc., 10.02 per cent. 

It had décreased, he sald, the éarthen- 
ware schedule .32 per cent; metals, 6.6 
ner cent; wood, etc., 15.53 per cent; su- 
gar, .004 per cent; flax, .24 per cent; 
wool .35 per cent; sundries, 11.41 per cent. 

“And yet,” said Mr. Clark, “this con- 
ference report on the tariff is heralded 
and headlined in the public press as a 
tremendous victory for President Taft.”’

Clayton (Alabama) said a parrallel case 
was jute and jute butts, which were 
free and out of which cotton bagging 
was made, and yet a tariff was levied 
on cotton bagging for the benefit of 
the manufacturer.

A tip to future callers on Chief of 
Police Creecy: 

Don’t ask the Chief's new secretary 
if he is the author of Joe Miller’s joke 


book. 

For Joseph W. Miller Jr. is so weary 
of that question that, unless the ques- 
tioner is at least a member of the Po- 
lice Board, he’ will not feel himself 
able to laugh at it. Coming from a 
ward committeeman or a member of 
the House of Delegates, the ancient 
wheeze will not even be good for a 
smile. 

A much more propitious opening for a 
conversation with Mr. Miller will be: 

“Say, I've got a good item of news 
for you.” 

It will be sometime before Joe Miller 
learns to turn an indifferent ear to that 
sort of an introduction. For one does 
not get over the habits of 15 years in 
a few weeks, and Miller has been hear- 
ing and sifting items of news, as re- 
porter and editor, since he came to St. 
Louls in 1894. 

Miller Was Just a Reporter. 

Joe Miller used to “cover’’ the City 
Hall fora St. Louis morning newspaper 
long before the City Hall was where 
it'now is. He knows the first name of 
every mah who voted for the Central 
Traction bill, and he can tell what as- 
sessment district any block in the city 
is in, “Covering” the City Hall was 
a term he always took in 4 MIiteral 
sense, and the wooden floors of the old 
building and the stone corridors of the 
new one have worn out many a well- 
sewed halfsole of Miller’s buying. 

Working daily the official center of 
the unbeaten and reckless city Republi- 
can machine of the late '90s, Miller nev- 
er sought to be a political manipulator 
or a reformer. He was a reporter with 
the good reporter’s faculty of making 
and keeping friends, and with no illt- 
sions as to‘the purposes or the motives 
of the men about him. He was at the 
City Hall to get the news, and he got 
it. Joe Miller took scrupulous pains 
to get things right, wrote the unem- 
bellished news In plain, straightforward 
fashion and let his editors and the pub- 
lic draw their ewn conclusions. 

Miller liked reporting so well that 
even promotion hardly reconciled him 
to ‘being ‘“‘called in’’ to become assistant 
city editor of his paper. He super- 
vised newsgathering and headline writ- 
ing in this post for three years, then 
left the office where his had become one 
of ‘the most familiar faces, and accept- 
ed an afternoon city editorship. 

He found the haste and change of aft. 
ernoon nhewspaper work more wearing 
and tearing on health and nerves than 
the steady routine of morning paper 
work, even with its longer and unnat- 
ural hours, had been. It was for this 
reason that he was willing to leave the 
work, and to take the place which Wi)- 
Ham C. McCarty recently resigned. 

“I hardiy feel right about giving up 
newspaper work,’ said Miller yester- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter who 
called on him at his office, “but L do 
look forwara to the cHance of doing 
my work in a more leléurely and delib- 
erate way. The rush eof newapaper 
werk is such that much of a man’s 
work in the finished product, cannot be 
satiafactory to him. That adds to the 
wear and worry of the work. I bope 
that, in this way, my new place will be 
different. 

WHl See All Sorts of People. 

“TI shall have to meet & good many dif-

It will not be long until St. Louis 
merchants will have through package 
service to Havana, Cuba, via Knight's 


Key, if negotiations that have been 
opened by the Freight Bureau of the 
Business Men’s League of St. Loulfs 
with the Traffic Department of the 
Louisyille & Nashville Railroad are 
successful. 

The traffic department of the rail- 
road is canvassing the situation as to 


obtained to justify such service. Let- 
ters are being sent out by P. W. Coyle, 
the commissioner of the Freight Bu- 
reau, to the members of the league, 
asking them to advise him as quick- 
ly as possible what encouragement 
they can offer tn this respect, either 
of present or prospective tonnage. 
Class and commodity rates are now 
in effect from St. Louis to Havana, 
via that route, but the shipments go 
by way of New Orleans and Mobile. 
Package service means that a car 
goes through to destination of the 
shipments it contains whether it is 
filled or not, the same as if it were a 
full car. The object of the Freight 
Bureau is to have freight go as far as 


tore bulk is troken. 

Package cars leaving St. Louis for 
Havana will reach Knight's Key in 
four days. At present there is ship 
service between Knight’s Key and 
Havana three times a week, Sunday, 
Tuesday and Thursday. Package car 
shipments from St. Louis would there- 
fore reach Havana in five or six days. 

The package-car service out of St. 
Louis now numbers 700 cars. St. Louis 
has been foremost in the publication of 
a package-car book for the use of mer- 
chants, who place the books in the 
hands of their salesmen. The first book 
was published in January, 1907. The 
third edition is now in use. 

The specific advantage to the mer- 
chants of the package-car service is 
that they can, through their salesmen, 
give assurance to customers of prompt 
deliveries and can tell them exactly 
when goods will be delivered to them. 

It is expected that such returns will

Commission Merchant Declares 
This Will Be Effect of 

Alt’s License System.

Marshall Hal). president .of the W. 
L Green Commission Co., told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday that the 
new license system, if put into effect 
by License Collector Alt, will drive 
the grain commission firms out of St. 
Louis. 

“We already pay a higher tax on our 
sales," said Mr. Hall, “than is paid in 


us to pay a merchants’ tax when we 
do no merchant business. it means that 
we will have to go elsewhere. 

“We do almost all our trading by wire 
and we could do that as wel) out in 
Clayton or over in East St. Louis. And 
yet St. Louis is benefited by our being 
dewn bere in the heart of the city. It 
seems very short-sighted to impose an 
unjust tax of this kind which will com- 
pel us to leave the city.” 


Reports of Sales. 

License Collector Alt has instructed 
the grain rnen to give him two reports 
of their sales—one of their merchant’s 
sales and one of their commission sales. 
The license tax is $2 on every $100,000 
commission sales and $1 on every $1000 
or $100 on every $100,000 merchant's sales. 
The point the grain men make ig that 
they do nothing but a commission busi- 
ness and consé@quently should pay only 
a commission tax. 

“If we order so many thousand bush- 
els of grain,” said Mr. Hall, “‘and store 
it in an elevator here, and then sell 
it the following month, that is not a 
merchant sale, because before we buy 
the grain we have options ahead which 
Insure the sale. It is a commission 
business purely, as much so ag when 
the transaction is made in a day. 

Maximum License 8500. 

“As it is, we are paying more than 
we should. Qur firm pays yearly the 
maximum license tax—§500 on between 
three and four millions im sales.

WRIGHTS PLANNING T 10 MAKE 
AND SELL FLYING MACHINES 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July ,31.—Following 
the triumphant cons 
efforts ,to satisfy the Unjted States 
Government that it really waKtéd to buy 
an aeroplane, the Wright Brot 
things rather easy today. 

The plans of the aviators for the com- 
ing months have not been worked out 
in detail. It has been definitely decided 
that Wilbur Wright will remain in 
America to superintend the upbuilding 
of the business of aeroplane construc- 
tion which now looks large among the 
real infants of our infant industries. | 

Orville will go to Germany and other 
continental nations to carry on. the 
work of interesting foreign governments 
in the Wright machine. Wilbur will 
carry on the work of instruction of the 
army officers. It was a part of the con- 
tract that this course of instruction 
must be given, but the actual payment 
of the cost of Uncle Sam's first heavier. 
than-air flying machine will be made 
at once. 

By yesterday’s supréme test of the

PRIZES OF ~ $50,000 


Contest Expected to Reveal 
Wonderful Progress of 
Flying Craft.

NEW YORK, July 31.—Glenn H. Cur- 


tiss, the Hammondsport man who in 
thrée years learned so much about alr 
craft that he has been able to build 
the lightest aeroplane, of the most per- 
fect biplane construction in the worid, 
will sail next Thursday for France to 
compete in the awation meet at Rheims, 
the most extensive aeronautic sporting 
contest ever held. 

His aeroplane is an exact duplicate 
of the machine in which he recently 


made the record flight over Hempstead 
Plain, L. I. There are those who say 
that the Curtiss plane will deveop a 
speed that will make the world gasp. 
Since he builds the speediest 50-horse- 
power motor that is known it is not at 
all impossible that he will easily smash 
Bleriot’s 60 miles an hour speed test 
record. 
Preliminary Trials. 

The aeroplane and its engine will be 
shipped to France for preliminary 
trials. The average American scarcely 
realizes the intense interest which EBu- 
rope feels in the Curtiss machine. It 
has been shown one flying marvel by 
the quiet brothers from Dayton, O., 
and anticipates that perhaps another 
Yankee is coming to take away honors. 

Curiously enough, the men who went 
the Wrights one better in building 
small biplanes likewise began his ca- 
reer by giving first aid to injured bi- 
cycles, and is of the same retiring dis- 
position as Wilbur Wright. 


Curtiss Country’s Hope. 
If Curtiss doesn’t bring the James 


Gordon Bennett aviation cup home there 
will be vast disappointment. To win it 
he is obliged to make two circuits of a 
10-kilometer track, equal to about 
twelve miles. The aeroplane making 
the double circuit in the fastest time 
wins the trophy. The operator wins $5000. 
Every entrant in this event represents 
a specific country. For this reason the 
cup is known as the international tro- 
phy. The club whose representative 
wins the cup achieves the distinction 
of holding the next international fly- 
ing machine meet in its country. 

When Mr. Bennett offered the prize 
he supposed it was a certainly that the 
Wrights would @énter the contest. But 
they have developed an aversian to all 
prize contests and déclined to enter the 
race. But since Curtiss made his rec- 
ord flight at Mineola many persons are 
planning for the great international avt- 
ation contest to be held on Long Island 
next spring. 

Struggle of Types. 

The real struggle in these flying con- 
tests will be between the various types 
of monoplanes. It has been suggested 
that the less speedy biplane should be 
classed by itself.-Americans are’ hope- 
ful about Curtiss with his little double- 
decker because he can carry a heavier 
and speedier motor. If he should de- 
pend upon his small motor it is almost 
a foregone conclusion that he would 
stand about the same chance to wil as 
the sluggish Wright apparatus. 

In contests for which Curtiss is not 
entered it is almost certain-that either 
Bleriot or Latham will win, providing 
their motors work. They have devel- 
oped speed, and have demonstrated that 
they can fly in a stiffer wind and can 
carry more passengers than a biplane. 
Bleriot is the only man who ever Car- 
ried three persons on an aeroplane. The 
Wrights stop at two. 

Monoplane Develops. 

The astonishing development of the su- 

periority of the monoplane has never 
been so markedly accentuated as by this 
contest. When Mr. Bennett was in- 
duced to offer the cup, which formed 
the nucleus for the meet, the Wright 
was the only flying machine that com- 
manded attention. The trophy itself 
was made. in the fo of a Wright bi- 
plane, with Wilbur Wright in the oper- 
ator’s chair. 
It is anticpated, however, that the 
Rheims week of Aug. 22 to 2) will mark 
the triumph of the improved air ves- 
hicle.

Chief Creecy Promises Police 
Will Abide by Supreme Court 
Ruling on ‘Loitering. 


As a result of the discharge yesterday 
by Police Judge Tracy of John Oswell, 
a “scoreboard fan,’’ wha was charged 
with loitering, Chief of Police Creecy 
says there will be no more prosecutions 
of citizens who stop to look, at the news- 
paper baseball scoreboards until some 
new charge is found to fit the cases. 

In discharging Oswell, Judge Tracy 
said: 

“The Supreme Court has spoken in re- 
gard to this loitering ordinance. A man 
who stands on the street and does not 
disturb the peace of others has violated 
no law. It is very surprising how the 
Police Department of St. Louis can act 
with such gross disregard of the man- 
date of such a high tribunal as the Su- 
preme Court.” 

Police Will Follow Decision. 

Chief Creecy told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night that he agrees with 
Judge Tracy as to the latter’s interpre- 
tation of the Supreme Court’s decision. 

“Judge Tracy is right,’’ said the Chief. 
‘The loitering ordinance has been de- 
c'ared unconstitutional. We know that. 
Oswell was arrested, booked and let out 
on bond before I knew anything about 
it. I knew he could not be convicted. 
Until some other charge to fit the case 
can be found there will be no more pros- 
ecutions of the kind. 

“Merchants ought not to be blamed 
because they do not want the sidewalks 
in front of their stores blocked, but at 
the same time there seems to be no re- 
lief through the loitering ordinance.” 

Col, John A. Laird, president of the 
Police Board, would not make a state- 
ment in regard to Judge Tracy’s com- 
ments on the Board’s ignoring the man- 
date of the Supreme Court. 

“I don’t know anything about Judge 
Tracey's decision,’’ he told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ‘“‘You’ll have to see the 
Chief about it.”

This means an average of $3820 for 
each. Public education, with its 121,00

Covlerpar of t of Mythical Ma- 
chine in Post-Dispatch 
Novel Made. 
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PLAN BY ARMY OFFICER 





Unconfirmed Reports From 
London Tell of Apparatus 
Made in This Country. 





Ripley D. Saunders’ novel, “The Sky 
War,” which was published exclusively 
n the Post-Dispatch several weeks ago, 
10ow comes back from London in the 
istonishing shape of a news cablegram 
Lnnouncing the invention, by “an officer 
~ the United States Army at Fort 
maha, Neb.,’”’ of ‘‘an electric apparatus 
vith which he !s now experimenting, 
ind which is designed to destroy air- 
‘raft as well as battleships.” 

A telegram to the Post-Dispatch from 
‘maha last night said: 

“Col. Glassford, commanding officer at 
fort Omaha, says he never has heard 
of the airship destroyer supposed to 
have been invented by a Fort Omaha 
officer. He says he would know it if an 
officer had invented the machine.’’ 

Novel Told of Fight in Air. 

It will be remembered that in Mr. 
Saunders’ novel, which told of a war 
between Germany and England follow- 
ing the successful flight of Count Zep- 
pelin in his dirigible airship, ‘‘Zeppelin, 
II,"’ a month or so ago, the hero of the 
story, a young Englishman named Cle- 
ment Ingram, invented an electrical ap- 
paratus which destroyed the German 
fleet of Zeppelin battleships, thus sav- 
ing England from conquest by Germany 
at a moment when the success af the 
Zeppelin airships in destroying several 
English fleets had apparently left the 
British helpless to defend themselves. 

Fiction Description Fits Invention. 
This imaginary invention was de- 
scribed in detail by Mr. Saunders, in so 
far as its aggressive operation was 
concerned, and this description af its 
employment and achievement tallies 
amazingly with that of the invention 
now reported from London as having 
actually been made by an American 
army officer. 

The London cablegram says: ‘The 
machine will project through the air a 
column of electric energy of almost 
any desired strength at any given ob- 
ject for a distance of ‘many hundred 
yards.’’ 

In Mr. Saunders’ novel this same “‘col- 
umn of electric energy’’ is thus de- 
scribed: : 

“It)| was tha current of the controlled 
lightning of Science’s creation. 

“The live current of the électrical 
fluid—now under human direction and 
irresistible in destructive power. 

“It was the logical and inevitable 
next development made certain by the 
revealed mysteries of the wireless tel- 
egraph, 

“The dormant fire of the wireless 
electric wave that needs its attuned 
receiver if it is to reach its mark had 
been brought under independent di- 
rection-control and kindled into living 
flame by Clement Ingram’s discovery. 

“A new voice spoke in the history 
of war, The ‘Ingram Current’ had 
come into the world’s ken.” 

Exact Power Described. 

The description of the machine used 
in Mr. Sauncers’ novel is of peculiar 
interest as now bearing directly upon 
the invention reported from London, 
It reads: 

“Six paces in frort of. the English 
flagship'’s forward gun-turret Cle- 
ment Ingram stood. 

“Beside him, powerfully riveted to 
the deck, but working free in a metal 
cradle. was a huge and heavily ar- 
mored structure of pyramidal shape. 

“From its apex a tube of a strange 
Bray metal material projected to a 
height several feet above Ingram’s 
head. 

“The armvred pyramid was connect- 
ed by wires of massive insulation 
with the mighty engines of the bat- 
tleship itself. 

“Clement Ingram peered {ntently 
downward, into a small and/wonder- 
fully clear mirror attached to the ma- 
chine’s side, the face of the mirror 
being turned upward. 

“As he looked there came into the 
mirror, from the far sky above, the 
veflection of the Zeppelin airship 
which had selected the English flag- 
ship as its victim. 

“Swiftly Clement Ingram struck a 
little black tablet of metal at the 
mirror’s sida, 

“There was a vast and sudden 
throb of the armored pyramid; a 
movement as of a giant awakening, 
a fierce and ominous crackle at the 
tube’s mouth, and then— 

Destructive Lightning Bolt. 

“Straight from this new weapon of 
twentieth century war, mirror-aimed 
with deadly certainty, a white and 
blinding bolt of lightning cleaved the 
alr upward. 

“Its instant flight encompassed with- 
in the flash of an eye the intervening 
distance between the English battleship 
on the sea and the German battleship 
in the sky. 

“Its stroke crashed against the lat- 
ter’s rigid motor-carrying framework 
and polygonal gas-envelope with over- 
whelming destructive power.” 

Thus “The Sky War," as published 
exclusively in the Post-Dispatch, cre- 
ates in London this story of the inven- 
tion of “an officer of the United 
States Army at Fort Omaha, Neb.,”’ con- 
firming details of which the Post-Dis- 
patch has been unable to obtain from 
Omaha or from the War Departmept 
at Washington. 

Machine Creature of Fancy. 

Mr. Saunders says the machine de- 
scribed in “The Sky War” is purely 
the creature of his fancy. 

“I had never read of any such in- 


‘tion of wireless telegraphy. 
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sontemplated,” he says, “but I felt’ 
that it was made possible by the inven- 


“To make my novel, ‘The Sky War,’ 
properly dramatic, it was necessary for 
me to invent something with which 
England could destroy ‘the Zeppelin 
aerial battleships. 

“I felt that it would be stupid to in- 
vent another and more formidable air- 
ship—this would be‘merely going around 
n a circle—like the building .of a .big- 
ger Dreadnaught to crush a-big Dread- 
naught already built. 

“So I invented the ‘Ingram Current’— 
the vitalized electric column of the 
vireless telegraphy, changed into the 
lightning’s flame and made subject to 
man’s control of its direction.”

Outlook for Speculation. 

All thie has bearing upon the out- 
look for speculation and is made the 
more interesting because of the ex- 
traord:nary situation in our foreign 
trade.

CATTLE mS 
LOWER AT CLOSE 


Strictly Prime Yearlings of the 
Tidy $7 Kind Held Steady 
for the Week. 





Native Cattle. 

Beef steers comprised the larger share 
of the native supply. Quality was bet- 
There 
was some activity for good to choice 
steers in the early days. Prices made a 
10-cent higher average early, but trade 
later was dull with the close off 15@25 
cents, or 10@15 cents below the former 
week. The only exceptions to this de- 
cline were the strictly prime yearlings 
and tidy $7 kinds, which held steady. 
Bulk of the receipts were short fed and 
grassy steers of common to pretty good 
grade. 

They at no time display any activ- 
ity. Transactions were lower from the 
start and closed 25@40 cents below the 
former week. The top of the market, 
$7.25@7.40, was featured by the sale of 
two loads of yearling steers, 887 and 942 
pounds. Tidy 1100-pound steers landed 
at $7, heavy steers at the same price, 
with bulk of the good cattle at $6.35@ 
6.85. A large number of fair and pretty 
good grassy and_ short-fed_ steers 
brought $5.40@6 and pienty of common 
grass steers sold around $5, though 
outside buy ers that regular killers would 
not bid on. 

The receipts of cows and heifers were 
moderate. Tone of the market Was more 
active with deals rapidly consummated 
with the good heifers 10@15 cents higher 
and balance of cows and heifers fully 
steady. Very few good heifers were 
available and the general average of 
the market was steady. Choice cows 
topped at $4.75, heifers at $6.50. 

Veal calves and bulls showed no par- 
ticular change compared with the for- 
mer week. 

Demand for stock cattle noted marked 
improvement and was much better last 
week than any time the last several 
months. Buyers wanted the cattle and 
the activity brought prices 10@15 cents 
higher. Big weight feeders of 1100 
pounds landed at $5, many %80@900 
pounds at $4.10@4.55, and light weights 
at $2.50@4.10, principally at $3.40@3.75. 

Moderate receipts of quarantine cattle 
rants | ius as the week developed good stimu- 
lus and closing prices show a 15@20c 
advance, in marked contrast to the de- 
cline in native steers. Trade ruled ac- 
tive, with a pretty good class of steers 
at $5@5.20, and bulk of the offering, com.

Hogs. 

There was a good supply of hogs on 
sale, the receipts showing.a good in- 
crease over both the previous" week and 
the corresponding week of last year, 
but still, it was but a good, moderate 
run. Buyers were bearish all week 
and prices took a sharp turn downward, 
the decline by the middle of the week 
being close to 50c, the top of the market 
being $8 and the bulk of the good hogs 
sold from $7.50@7.75. 

While ail of the buyers were bearish, 
the packers were a great deal more so 
than the s‘ippers and city butchers. 
The packers bought a lot of hogs dur- 
ing the middle of the week at $7.40@ 
7.55, that were fair in quality, and they 
purchased good hogs at $7.65@7.75. The 
best lights, 125 to 160 pounds, as a rule 
during the week went'at $7.25@7.75, best 
pigs, 110 pounds average and less, went 
at $6.50@7.25, while a fair grade of pigs 
and lights sold from %$5@6.25. 

All Western markets were on a lower 
basis, and while prices here looked pret- 
ty low when compared with 
vious week and with any of the other 
markets, they showed up pretty high, 
the top being the same as in Chicago, 
and 30@5i0c above any of the up-river 
points. 

Sheep. 

While the supply of sheep was not 
large, there was a right good run on 
sale each day and the market was on 
the decline and suffered a loss of close 
to &0c on lambs, while sheep Were 25@40c 
lower than the best time the previous 
week. Tovards the latter end of the 
week the market was draggy and buy- 
ers were sorting their purchases of 
lambs much deeper than usual.

SPRING CROP IN -DANGER 


Heavy Movement Uninterrupted— 
Revival in Export Trade— 
-Corn Recedes. 


Although !ft will be some time before 
their influence can be felt in the vol- 
ume of receipts, the heavy and general 
rains throughout the winter wheat beit 
had a sentimental effect on the local 
wheat market during the week. In con. 
junction with a rather bullish turn to 
other factors, they were responsible for 
pit operations which brought about a 
check to the rapid downward move- 
ment. There is still a great deal of 
bearish sentiment, but the recent exten- 
sive declines had pretty well cleaned 
out the long lines, leaving the market 
without much inherent pressure and, 
with the oversold conditions playing an 
important figure, prices responded read- 
ily to short covering. The good man- 
ner in which cash wheat was taken’ 
care of at hardening values seemed to 
reflect a rather healthy basic #ituation. 
After selling down to fairly liberal de- 
clines early in the week, both futures 
and the cash article developed a firm 
tone and ranged upward. Additional 
weakness the last several days brought 
prices back to somewhat lower levels, 
but a Steady tone existed throughout. 

Biack Rust Scare. 

Somewhat of a break in the confident 
attitude of the trade regarding the 
spring wheat crop was occasioned by 
reports of black rust in the North- 
west. The gencral opinion ifn thé pit, 
as the spring crop progressed, was that 
there would be a bountiful harvest. 
Splendid weather has favored the plant 
from the outset. 


The Government reports reflected a 
condition far above the average, while 
the high prices that have obtained right 
along caused a big increase in the 
acreage. Whenever attempts to bull the 
market on the slow start of the winter 
crop and occasional climatic troubles 
in the central belt were made, the: ex- 
céllent prospects in the Northwestern 
States were pointed to as an offsetting 
factor. The crop has progressed to 
about maturity and early in the week 
it was reported that cutting would 
begin’ under favorable conditions in a 
few days. Thus, it will be seen what 
a stir was created by advices toward 
the last.of the week that the dreaded 
black rust existed 
scattered sections. 


While it is still thought that an. un- 
usually large harvest will be secured, 
the extent of the damage claimed can- 
not be determined for some time, which 
left the pit in a state of suspense, with 
shorts easily influenced to cover,: and 
prices readily résponsive, in the absence 
of much pressure, to scattered buying. 

Movement Unaffected by Rain. 

There was more than the normal 
amount of rain in the central districts. 
It was feared that the downpour would 
interfere with the movement, but there 
was such a large amount of wheat al- 
ready headed this way that the inflow 
could not be interrupted in a few days. 
Country offerings, especially in sections 
tributary to the local and other. mar 
kets of the Southwest continued liberal. 
Arrivals at the primary markets were

Fuller of Hongkong reports to 
the Department of Commerce and 
the Labor at Washington as follows con- 
cerning the trade openings for safes 
in China: :

The purchasing power of the Chinese 
is very low. There might be an open- 
, ins for articles of this kind to seil 
to Chinese pawnshops. These are

precautions to eafeguard the property 
intrusted to them. 

“A business in safes would require 
cultivation and energetic handling, 
preferably by a house with connec- 
tions throughout China.

the “The penetration of a projectile in q 12-inch projectile, striking with a 


velocity of 2000 feet per second, would 
penetrate 24 inches of wrought iron. 

Calculations based on the width 
and height of an automouwile capabie 
of 90 miles an hour show that, trana- 
formed into a~» projectile, it would 
have a diameter of about sixty inches. 
This, traveling at 132 feet per sec- 
ond, would have a penetrating capac- 
ity of about one-eighth what it 
would were it moving at a rate of 
1000 feet per second. Thus, coming 
in contact with steel, it would pene- 
trate an armor plate of that sub- 
stance eight and one-half inches 
thick.’ Steel of this thickness has a 
resisting power equal to a little more 
than that of six one-foot walls of 
masonry. 

Even such an amazing demonstra- 
tion as this of the power behind a 
big automobile by no means mews 
the capacities for destruction which 
are contained within one of the ma- 
chines, however. On the other hand, 
this only illustrates what the results 
of $0-mile-an-hour momentum would 
be were the machine of a penetrating 
shape and substance and should it 
strike a solid body. Of course, very 
few machines around §St. Louis are 
ever run at a speed of 90 miles an 
hour, although many of them are ca- 
pable of it. The attempt is not to 
show what may oappen, but to place 
comprehensively before the reader 
power capacity of 90-mile-an- 
hour speed. 

Wrecks made of machines at vari- 
ous times and places when they have 
encountered an obstacle show what 
happens to the machine when it is 
. without resisting power; the illustra- 
tions here made show what would 
happen to the obstacle were the ma- 
chine capable of standing the shock 
instead of collapsing before it. 

But it is thoroughiy understood, of 
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course, that the power of being util- 
ized to propel an automobile is only 
an infinitesimal part of that which is 
stored in the machine. Sufficient gas- 
oline is carried in a touring car, for 
instance, to drive it a great distanc?. 
The larger touring cars carry each 
about thirty gallons. ® 

This, then, is the real latent de- 
structive agent which passes through 
the streets daily. There igs no known 
explosive which, weignt for weight, 
has the power of gasoline. Fuel pow- 
er is arrived at by mersuring the 
amount of heat liberated to the 
pound of combustion. Experiments 
have established the fact that a given 
amount of heat is necessary to raise 
one pound of water one uegree Fah- 
renheit. This amount, or measure of 
heat is called a British Thermal unit. 


For practically arriving at this heat air! 


burned in a calorimeter, one hundrcd 
and forty-two heat units are required 
to melt one pound of ice. It has 
been found that a gallon of gasoline 
so burned, will melt 85z pounds of ice, 
indicating a heat capacity of more 
tuan 120,000 British Vhermal units 
to every gallon of gasoline. 

In engineering, the unit of measure 
is the foot-pound, or the amount of 
work done in lifting a pound of 
weight one foot, vertically. One Brit- 
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ish Thermal unit is equal to 770 foot- 
pounds.

If one gallon of 
Zasoline contains 120,000 British 
Thermal units of heat energy it thus 
has a lifting power of 770 times that 
amount.

And, indeed, while the chief quest 
of the traders is for old clothes, hats 
and shoes, they will buy practically 
anything presented, or at least bid 
on it—except the rags proper. These 
go to the regular rag dealers.

‘In- 
deed, it could scarcely be otherwise, 
for from the time an article of any 
possible value is handed into the

There are no list prices on the old 
clothes exchange, and those which 
might come under the classifications 
of “p.d” and “asked” change sc rap- 
idly that the inexpert get but a hazy 
idea of the trend.

she was accused of stealing $30 worth 
of lace from the store of Miss Bar- 
rette in the Wellington Hotel. Then 
she accused Miss Barrette of attempt- 
ing to sell her into “white slavery” 
and of having, with another woman, 
who afterwards died under mysteri- 
ous circumstances in a roadhouse 
near Chicago, assaulted her. 

A note was found outside a bath- 
room «oor, which she said she had 
written and thrown over the tran- 
som, telling of her imprisonment in 
the room, and she was found there 
bound and her body cut. 

An Irish patriotic association be- 
came interested in her case and pro- 
vided counsel for her. Society wom- 
en and the churches took up her 
cause.

On the witness stand she told how 
she had been robbed of her clothes 
by the two women she accused, and 
followed with the details of the as- 
sault she claimed had been made 
upon her. One of her charges was 
disproved by physicians and the 
others were disbelieved, while she 
was charged with such mendacity In 
her story of the abuses inflicted upon 


her that an attorney described it to }, 


the jury as mythomania,; and said 
that the girl had .voven the whole 
fabric of tLe crimes perpetrated upon 
her from an hysterical imagination, 
and that she had been so completely 
obsessed by it that it .ecame a myth 
which she had come herself to be- 


lieve to be true. 


The most remarkab.oc case bearing 
a similarity to that of Miss Gingles 
known in St. Louis was that of 
Blanche -Somerset, who was called 
“The Girl of Mystery,” which was 
brought to light in September, 1905. 
She was a nurse v0 kept a diary, 
the publication of whic. created a 
great sensation at the time. It showed 
that the girl had a strange facility for 
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lum. She hal always w :ted to be- 
come a trained nurse, and at last 
achieved her desire by getting a po- 
sition in the Chalmee Hospital, 201 
North Twelfth street, St. Louis. She 
set fire to the hospital one day while 
burning up letters in a basket. 

Later she was found bound ' and 
gagged in the hospital, with her face 
and neck hacked. She said a negro 
had entered her room for the pur- 
pose of robbing her. Twenty-four 
hours later she surrendered to the 
questioning of a detective and con- 
fessed that she had bound and 
gagged herself, and had cut herself 
with broken glass in order to attract 
sympathy to herself when it was dis- 
covered taat she nad stolen $59 from 
the hospital.. 

One of the sentences written in her 
diary gives the keynote to her form 
of mythomania. She wrote: “I am 
positively frantic to commit a crime 
and can’t do it for lack of money; 
verily the devil must be taking a 
vacation." 

- * . 

A case that attracted much atten- 
tion was that of Mrs. Katherine H. 
Phipps of Lexington, Ky., who was 
accused by Miss Mary Ryan of hav- 
ing attempted to poison her, and of 
having written Miss Ryan a threaten- 
ing letter. 

At the trial in Jui: Mrs. Phipps 
was entirely exonerated, and it was 
proved that the girl was the author 
of the letter and that she had burned 
herself with carbolic acid for the pur- 
pose of winning back the love of a 
former suitor. 

Quite recently three cases of wom- 
en found bound and gagged in their 
homes in St. Louis have followed one 
another in rapid succession. In each 
case the police, after thorough inves- 
tigation, declared the supposed vic- 
tims to be mythomaniacs. 

One of the cases was that of a 
Young girl who was found bound in 
er bedroom, with her ankles and 
wrists bound and with a lace hand- 

















kerchief stuffed into her mouth. 

She said that she Had laid down 
to take an afterndon nap when she 
was disturbed by a noise in the ad- 
joining room. Looking up she saw 
the face of a man reflected in the 
mirror of a chiffonier. This man, 
she said, had backed into the room, 
evidently for the purpose of keeping 
her from reeing his face, and sitting 
on the edge of the bed, wich his back 
to her, reached back, caught her 
ankles, crossed them and tied them. 
He then bound heft wrists in the same 
manner, using her mother’s scarf 
and a tidy. He then © le $55 be- 
longing to her mother and departed. 
The police disbelieved her story and 
said that she had taken the money 
and spent it on.a sweetheart. 

A chort time before this a married 
woman was found bound and gagged 
by her husband when he returned 
from his work about 2 o’clock in the 
morning. She was tied to the bed 
with a sheet and her-head was bound 
by a pillow slip, w.isae she was 
gagged with strips of a towel. She 
told him that wnile she was at work 
a young man had entered the kitchen 
and threw a towel about her head 
and then carried her to we bed and 
bound her. A search of the house re- 
vealed that nothing had been stolen. 
The police expressed the belief that 


she had bound and gagged herself 


because she was ‘lonely and wished to 
arouse the sympathy of her husband. 

Lombroso, the celebrated criminol- 
Ogist, discusses hysterical delinquents 
in his book on “The Female Offend- 
er.” He does not use the term 
“mythomenia” or ‘“mythomaniac,” 
but he describes actions of hysterftcal 
subjects which closely simulate those 
of persons now claimed to by mytb- 
omaniacs. His descriptions closely 
parallel the case of Ella Gingles, as 
viewed from the standpoint of prose- 
cuting officials of Chicago, who have 
sought to make her ou. a mythoma- 
niac.

as a whole, has a rigidity comparable to that of 
steel, solidity and elasticity, at the same time. 
But this as yet is only a theory, a supposition 
that may be true, but that cannot be registered 
as a fact. It does not tell us what there is be- 
neath our feet. We are still in the presence of 
the unknown. The only means of getting light 
upon the subject would evidently be to penetrate 
the obscurity of the subterranean world. 

What we now know most surely is that heat in- 
creases as we descend. This increase is at the 
average rate of one degree centigrade for every 
100 feet of depth; but the increase is far from being 
the same at all points. Here the warmth in- 
creases just one degree to a 100 feet; there 150, 
200, 250 and even 350 feet and more are necessary 
to produce the same increase. Elsewhere, espe- 
cially in the neighborhood of volcanoes, the ther- 
mometer mounts one degree in 50 or even in 
only 30 feet of depth. Although variable accord- 
ing to the region, this increase of temperature 
is general and absolutely certain. 

To what cause is this internal heat of the earth 
due? Until now it has been regarded as a last 
vestige of the primitive heat which our planet had 
when it issued from the solar nebula; it has been 
believed that this observed increase continued 
even to the center of the sphere, and the tem- 
perature of the central regions has even been esti- 
mated at 200,000 degrees centigrade. From this 
the conclusion has been drawn that, as all known 
metals are melted at 3000 degrees, the interior 
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mass of the globe must be in a liquid state. 

This is the basis of the old theory of a central 
fire. But nothing is less proven than this. 
This internal heat might very well . have. the 
rocks themselves origin, either through radi- 
um or some othér cause. Evidently it is of 
the highest interest to solve this problem, and 
this would be the first object of the geothermic 
pit. It would be a matter of doing rationally 
and directly that which up to the present has 
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been barely touched, indirectly and by chaztice. 

The first result would be the obtaining of an 
inexhaustible supply of heat, which could be dis- 
tributed and applied industrially, at the same 
time giving scientific verification to the geo- 
thermic scale, according to which the tempera- 
ture of boiling water should be found ai about 
10,000 feet deep. 

The second result would be the actual explora- 
tion of this unknown world. Who knows what 
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geological and paleontological curiosities might be 
revealed by this investigation into the subter- 
ranean depths?. Mines of iron, copper, precious 
metals; .veins of gold, platinum, silver, ‘radium, 
unsuspected elements; fossils of the most remote 
epochs, to say nothing of the unknown world 
that sleeps in those depths. 

This project of a subterranean exploration pit 
might be looked upon as entirely imaginary, and 
it is thus that I myself have always presented it.
